Indiana is believed to be in 
a fair way, as the result o f this meet­ 
ing, to claim a just share o f the river 
and harbo r impro vements which co n­ 
gress is expected to vo te at this ses­ 
sio n. 
The state is the first o rganized 
in acco rdance with the plan o f the na­ 
tio nal so ciety, and its success has sur­ 
prised waterway impro vement advo ­ 
cates o f o ther parts o f the co untry. 
Jo hn L. Vance, president o f the Ohio 
River Impro vement asso ciatio n, sum­ 
med up the sentiment when he said: 
“I heard this meeting called with fear 
fo r its o utco me. But after o nly a brief 
no tice I find business men here fro m 
all parts o f Indiana, and every indica­ 
tio n that Indiana is aro used to her 
need.” 
Electio n o f o fficers co ncluded the 
two days’ sessio n. 
Henry Riesenberg 
was elected president o f the state o r­ 
ganizatio n, o ver his pro test, no o ther 
name being suggested. 
Other o fficers 
elected were: 
Perry A. Randall, Fo rt 
Wayne, vice president; I. H. Odell, 
Evansville, 
seco nd 
vice president; 
Tho mas A. Sims, Indianapo lis, secre­ 
tary; So l Kiser, Indianapo lis, treasur­ 
er. 
With cities at each end o f the 
state desiring the next meeting, it was 
tho ught advisable by mo st o f tho se 
present that Indianapo lis be the per­ 
manent gathering place. 
The co nventio n ado pted reso lutio ns 
reco mmending the annual appro pria­ 
tio n by co ngress o f $50,000,000 fo r the 
impro vement o f rivers and harbo rs. A 
reso lutio n indo rsing the plan o f Indi­ 
ana Harbo r citizens fo r a deep-water 
harbo r there was indo rsed, to be rec­ 
o mmended to co ngress. 
A reso lutio n 
in the fo llo wing fo rm was ado pted: 
“Reso lved, That we mo st heartily in­ 
do rse the actio n o f President Ro o se­ 
velt in creating the United States in­ 
land waterways co mmissio n, and that 
we favo r actio n by co ngress which will 
give o fficial autho rity to this o rgani­ 
zatio n; that we fully appreciate the 
bro ad sco pe and vital impo rtance to 
the co untry o f the duties o f the co m­ 
missio n, as relating to the impro ve­ 
ment and develo pment o f the water­ 
ways o f the co untry, no t o nly fo r nav­ 
igatio n, but also fo r all o ther po ssible 
uses, and in co nnectio n therewith we 
reco gnize the impo rtance o f co nsider­ 
ing the co nservatio n o f the co untry’s 
natural reso urces and the urgent need 
o f fo rming so me practical co mprehen­ 
sive plan fo r the saving o f the co un­ 
try’s natural wealth.” 
A repo rt o f the co mmittee o n per­ 
manent 
o rganizatio n 
was 
ado pted. 
This pro po ses having the member­ 
ship include individuals, firms, muni­ 
cipal o rganizatio ns, business o rganiza­ 
tio ns and o ther so cieties with repre­ 
sentatio n in acco rdance with their 
membership.

Woman Seeks Vengeance and Death 


in a Crowded Room. 
New York, January 23.—Sweeping 
through the crowded restaurant which 
takes u^ the eighth floor of Macy’s de­ 
partm ent store, and into the gentle­ 
m en’s cafe, a tall, stylishly dressed 
woman bent for a monjent over the 
shoulder of a diner, whispered some­ 
thing in his ear, and then, -drawing a 
revolver from her muff, emptied the 
contents of the five cham bers into his 
body.

A few days ago Mrs. Clark 
called upon her attorney and told him 
that something serious was going to 
happen. 
Yesterday she went to her 
bank, made a cash deposit, wrote a 
note identifying herself and referring 
the reader to her attorney, and, armed 
with three revolvers, went to the store 
where she knew Brady usually lunch­ 
ed. 
Stepping from the elevator, she 
waved aside the waitress who ap­ 
proached her, and made her way has­ 
tily to a small smoking room for gen­ 
tlemen, just off the main dining hall. 
The big room was filled with women 
who were punching after the morning 
shopping, and amid the buzz of con­ 
versation her agitated m anner attract­ 
ed the attention only of the waitresses, 
one of whom noticing her approach the 
m en’s cafe, asked if she was seeking 
someone.

Government Establishment to Furnish 


Gas For Aerial Machines. 
In line wdth the recently adopted 
policy of tl^ United States govern 
ment to take the lead among the na 
tions of the world in developing bal­ 
loons and aerial machines the govern­ 
ment has arranged for the erection of 
a huge hydrogen plant to create gas 
for balloons and aerial craft, says a 
W ashington special dispatch to the 
Cincinnati Enquirer. 
This plant will t>e located in Fort j 
Myer and will be the headquarters of 
the balloon fleet. Apart from its equip-« 
m eat will be a big reservoir with sev­ 
eral feed lines, and while in operation 
the balloons will merely have to sail 
up, pick up a feed line and replenish 
their supply of hydrogen. 
Major Russell and Captain Chandler, 
who will have charge of the construc­ 
tion of the plant, recently returned 
from Mount Weather, wffiere they ex­ 
amined a gas generating plant install­ 
ed by the w eather bureau. Major Rus­ 
sell said the inspection committee was 
ordered to ascertain if the w eather 
bureau plant was suitable for adoption 
by the signal corps.
